Te all believing in a world’s salvation through 
a crucified and risen Redeemer; and especial- 
ly to those residing in this part of tie Lord’s 
heritage, the Richland Association of Univer- 
salists in couucil convened, sendeth Christian 
salutations of love and good will, greeting: 

BRETHREN. . 

; Under the auspicious smiles of 
benignant Heaven we have been permitted 
once more te meet in annual council, for the 
purpose of transacting the ecclesiastical busi- 
ness uf the association, and fur devising means 

and measures for the further advancement of 

truth and rightousness among ourselves and the 
world. We were welcomed with. cordiality 
by the brethren in Peru, who did every thing 
in their power to provide for, and sustain the 
association with credit and honor to themselves, 
and that dear cause, for the promotion of which 
we assembled; and to render our stay among 
them both comfortable and inviting. And 
but for the torrent of rain’ that fell the last 
day, we had an agreeable and interesting 
session. In council, every thing gave evi- 
dence ofa disposition to dwell together “in 
the unity of the spirit and in the bonds of peace.” 
Unanimity and harmony prevailed throughout 
the deliberations of the body —and though some 
difference of opinion was manifest in regard to 
certain pariculars submitted for consideration 
yet there was but one impulse of feeling—the 
feeling of devotedness to the cause espoused, 
the determination to do all that policy or wis- 
dom would dictate for the extention of the holy 
religion we profess, The result of our proceed- 
ings is now submitted to your inspection, in 
hope that taey will meet your approbation, and 
uronse some to a sense of their morat obliga- 
tidns to God and soceity, who may be lukewarm 
and careless —that the truth of impartial grace 
may have free course aod be glorified in the 
earth. 

_ ‘Lhe services of the sanctuary were “not in 
word only, but in power.” The doctrine pro- 
claimed, seemed “to drop as the rain and distil 
as the dew, speaking ‘peace to them that were 
far off, and to them that are nigh,’” and was lis- 
tened to by a large multitude ot.a‘tentive, and 
apparently devout hearers. We hope the seed 
sown fell in good ground, and we pray that it 
may bring forth an abundant harvest of joy and 
rejoicing to the believer. : 

You will perceive by the minutes that sever- 
al resolutions were adopted by the council 
which concern the interests of our Zion—and 
we hope they will be duly considered by all, 
whom they are designed to effect, 

The first relates to the appearance of dele- 
ates jn council on the first day of the session— 
fe wag not the design of the brethren oonven- 
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ed to be arbitrary or fastidious—but rather to 
secure if possible a full representation on the 
opening of the council. The time allotted for 
business transactions at our associations is 
known to be go limited, that we have none to 
spare, if we commence operations at~ an early 
hour. Hence it happens thatif we delay the 
Principle business ti]l the second day, every 
thing must be done in a hurry and confusion, 
(and of course likely to be illy done,)—and we 
have no opportunity for consulting and deliber- 
ating in relation to other matters that might 
be of importance te the welfare of the denomin- 
ation, Moreover, if the clergy were so dis- 
posed, (as they are generally early in atten- 
dance,) they could go forward and transact all 
the business of the council, and close the session 
before the lay delegation should have convened 
rendering it emphatically a conclave of priests. 
And if the people have any regard for their 
rights, or any attachments. to’ the cause adyo- 
cated, we hope they will always be present in 
season by their representation—otherwise their 
place may not be allotted them, as signified by 
the resolution. 

The second resolution relates to the duties of 
societies in appointing their delegation. There 
has beeen too much remissness hitherto on this 
subject, especially in tlis association. We 
would remedy the evil if possible. 
may have partially grown out of the liberality 
of previous councils, in admitting brethren of 
societies in fellowship to a seat in the council 
whether duly authorized or not. But this being 
out of order, cannot be indulged in future. — It 
all the societies should cease to send their dele- 
gates, the association would of course die a 
natural death, unless the clergy should form 
one of their own;—-a ad who is reedy and willing 
to witness either? Is any Universalist in this 
region of country so 1egardless of his religion, 
and the welfare of the world, as to be willing 
that an association shall become extinct? or is 
there no one who will heartily and cordially 
submit all matters of an ecclesiastical eharac- 
ter tothe clergy of the order? We hope not 
—We hope for better things—things that ac- 
company salvation.” 

The third resolution relates to the organiza- 
tion of churches, etc. Wedeem this the most 
important of a]]—IJt must be evident to every 
observing mind, that we are greatly retarded 
in our progress. ‘There is we fear, too much 
of the spirit of radicalism in the west—too 
much opposition to form, to order, to system,-— 
One thing is certain we can never doany thing 
effectually without organization—without con- 
cert of effort, and unity of action. We might 
as well send out an army to oppose a wel! dieip- 
lined & potent foe, without generals & officers 
and without organization in any respest—or

think of sustaining any social order in state, 
without constitution or law; as to think of 
fighting the battless of our Lord. and of suse 
taining the cause of gospel liberty and grace, 
without confederacy and organized associae 
tion» It is by union and combination that we 
may hope to succeed. Individual effort may 
accomplish something; but it is by unanimity 
of action alone, that we may hope for victory, 

We have been in our order and zeal, perhaps, 
too much inclined to recognize those who pro- 
fess belief in a wor}d’s salvation, as belonging 
nominally to our denomination, whether their 
conduct and conversation comported with their 
professions or not. If we have not been thus 
disposed, those of the contrary part have been 
very liberal in palming bad characters upon 
us; and so long as we have not organization, 
so long they can doit with impunity. For they 
have no criterion of judgement but a mang 
profession —thcy know not but the evil and pro- 
fane would be united in one compact, if such 
should be formed. They have seen no church, 
no organizavion——and they know nothing of us 
but by a man’s profession, One man’s profes. 
sion is as good as another’s as far as it goes— 
and those who would revile us, will take the 
evilas an example of the denomination. We 
have no way of ridding ourselves of the stigma, 
but by drawing a Jine of demarcation between 
him that serveth God, and him that serveth 
him not; and thus showing to the world who 
are for us, and who are against us. Many in- 
dividuals who are exeluded from a place with 
other denominations on account of their worth 
lessness; and who are anxious to have it under 
stood they can have recognition elsewhere, wil? 
eall themselves friendly to our cause, thinking 
they cannot be lese than the est as there is no 
rule of compact that prohibits their attachment 
tothe order. Again—-there are many individu: 
als who cal! themselves Univerealists; and who, 
if asked, if they are religious, or have got res 
ligion, or proiess religion, will unqualifiedly 
say, No!—Butifas‘sed ifthey are Universaliste, 
they will unhesitatingly say; Yes, In this way 
the cause of God is evilly spoken of, and the res 
ligion of Christ trodden under foot. Brethren, 
these things ought not so to he. By organiza. 
tion—by forming church compacts you will not, 
be obliged to recognize any as belonging to 
the household of God, but those who haye 
come into the sheepfold.—-These will not dex 
ny their religion. And thus will you be ena~ 
bled to put to silence gainsayers.—You 
probably envy the prosperity and glory of our 
churches in the east country. But how have 
they been acquired? Once they were as you 
are now-~scattered like sheep without a shep- 
herd. But they formed societies—-organized 
churches, united their efforts, and combined 
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their energies; and by arduous exertions under 
disciplinary raleg and regulatiens, they have 
succeeded in carrying the ar oF ‘the gy to 
the place of its rest; and have come off more 
then conquerers through am n tat roel them. | 
W ould vot in like manner go onward—on to} 
victory and@glory; then emitnte their example | 
and “with one mind, with one spirit,” © ‘aifive to. 
gether for the faith of the gospel.”

Reconeiliation by the eross of Christ is in a 
way of atonement or satisfaction to divine j jus- 
tice for sin, whereby we are said to be recon. 
ciled to G.d by the death of his Son, while we 
are enemies, is of the same import with Christs 
dying for the ungodly, and while we were yet 
and our being reconciled to God: by 
and 


sinners, 
accepting of his method by Jesus Christ, 
on encouragement turning to him, is distin- 
guished from his reconciling us to himself, and 
not imputing our tresspasses to as, on account 
f Christs having been made sin for us, that we 
might be made the righteousness of God in him. 
God hath concluded all in unbelief that he might 
have mercy upon all. Wherefore it is believed 
that as Christ died for all, so before he shall 
bave delivered up his mediatorial kingdom to 
the Father, all shall be brought to a participa-’ 
tton, of the benfits of his death, in their re- 
storation to holiness and happiness. It is not 
supposed that the wicked shall- go unpun- 
ished, but that they shall receive according to 
the deeds done in the body: punishment itself 
isa mediatorial work and founded upon mercy ; 
that it isa mean of humbling, subduing, and 
finally reconciling the sinner to God. This 
dectrine appears te be most consonant to the 
perfections of Deity, most worthy the character 
of Christ. 

Scripture language concerning the restored, 
in consequence of the mediatorial interposition 
of Jesus Christ, leads us into the thought, that 
it cemprehends mankind universally, see Rev: 
v.13. And every creature which is in heaven, 
and on, the earth, and under the carth, and such 
us are in the sca, and all that are in them heard 
L saying, Biessing, and honor, and glery, and 
pewer, be unto him that sitteth upon the throne 
and unto the Lamb, forever and ever. 

To quote all the texts upon this subject would 
be unnecessary, for those who wish. fer proofs 
may find them in the sacred volume. 

It is believed that this doctrine was held in 
the chureh in all ages from the days of the A- 
postles to the present time and strcngly sup- 
ported by many of the learned in the last and 
present century, Such a belief induces ardent 
love to God, and peace, meekness, candour, and 
universal love to men, it wishes and secks the 
good of every individual, so far as is consistent 
with the greatest good ef the whole, which is 
comprised in the Glory of Ged and the perfeet- 
ion and happiness of his kingdom. The law of 
God is the standard of all moral rectitude or 
holiness. 

This is redaced 
neighbor as ourselves ;

Por the Glad Tidings. 

Br. Davis—You will recollect that in 
my last, I made a few remarks on an ex- 
pression which I heard in this place, from 
a Presbyterian preacher. I propose now 
to bring to light some other expressions, 
with brief comments on them. Since 
writing my last, Phave learned the preach- 
er’s name to be Bushnell. In bis prelimi. 

nary remarks, he said, [ think, that only 
one tenth of the people cf this country were 
professedly religious, and one half of these 
only, truly so, making only one twentieth 
of the people of this land the objects of 
salvation! At the same time he said, that 
multitudes were sinking down to hell !— 
Really, how ean he know about this? I 
mention this, merely to show ‘the opinion 
ofa Presbyterian, at the present day, in 
regard to the number of the damned. 

I proceed now to notice some of the ob- 
stacles, which the preacher said were in the 
way of the spread of the Gospel. Suppos- 
ing him to be well acquainted with the 
Presby terian church, we cenelude he 
speaks the truth about the preachers and 
members of it. The first obstacle then, is 


the covetousness of God’s people. A grave 
charge, truly! {T wonder if he knows 
where he is sending his people. Does he 


not recollect what the apostle says of such? 
‘‘Neither theives, nor covetuus, nor drunk- 
ards, nor revilers, nor extortiovers, shat] 
inherit the kingdom of God.” 1 Cor. 6: 
10. Just see where he classes his breth- 
ren of the church. As they apply the 
passage just quoted, they must go to that 
awful place, called hell. Now then, if the 
Presbyterian church is thus exposed, what 
shall we say of the remainder of mankind? 
Certainly, their case must be hopeless. 
Bat how does he define covetousness? 
This we may learn from the following re- 
mark. He said, that every man ought te 
give one sith of his income for the spread 
of the Gospel; so that six men onght to 
support a preacher as well as themselves 
were supported... Is a lack to do this then, 
to be called covetous? ‘Then surely, most 
men are in a sad predicament. So much 
for the people; but what does he say of 
the ministers in the Presbyterian church? 
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“They do not do their duty. They seek 
to gain popular favor, by policy in preach- 
ing. They will not move the burdens, 
which they lay on men’s shoulders, wit 
one of their fingers.” “This was aln j 
precisely his language. He brings the 
same charges against the clergy, as did 
Christ against the Scribes and Pharisees, 
to whom he said, “Ye serpents, ye gener- 
ation of vipers, how. can ye escape the 
damnation of hell?’ Now asthey call hell 
a place of eternal misery, aud as the 
preacher charged the Presbyterian minis- 
ters with what, in Christ’s time, would 
send a man there, what will become of 
them? We pause for a reply. 

I would mention other things, but know- 
ing that you dislike long articles, I will 
close here. You may Piiear’ something 
more about the Synod, before many days.

Twochildren have left their father’s 
travelicd into a distant country. One is obe- 
dient and happy, but the other is disobedient and 
unhappy. A messenger is sent from the father 

_ witha communication of his love for them both; 
and to inform them that he is already seeking 
expedients to make them happy and restore them 
to his house. They are told, moreover, that an 

-jmmense treasure is reserved by the Parent for 
their mutual enjoyment, and that no circumstan- 
ees whatever can separate them from it. Which | 
of these children would be likely to repose the 
most confidence inthe communication? The 
virtuous and obedient. Why? Because the 
mind is not disordered by animal passions. This 
child is prepared to weigh the. testimony of the 
informant, & to judge according to the acknowl- 
edged goodness and impartiality of the father.— 
But not so with the other; his crimes have thrown 
him into a state of bitterness and enmity which 
leads him tolook upon the father as an enemy, 
In looking through the medium of his own dis- 
ordered mind, he is not prepared to.examine the | 
testimony and to decide according to established 
principles and mattcrs of fact. 

This seems to be (he case in regard 
kind. ~ After an individual has transgressed the 
laws of God he begins to experience the pain of 
remorse; and he now views God aa an enemy in

consequence of the crime which he has commit- 
ted. ‘Phis view of the divine character is calcu. 
lated to increase his irreconciliation and to drive 
him still further {rom the fountain of life and

we are breught to feel the painfal- “gna iwings of 
condemnation, we involuntarily ascribe our suf- 
ferings toa vindictive spirit in the Almighty — 
‘In truth, there is a great dea! of charity due to 
the miserable and disobedient; for it is perfectly 
philosophical that, when vice is rankli ing in the 
heart and producing misery, that misery by a 
rule 01 reciprocity is producing vice. And hence 
itis that our heavenly Father has been clothed 
with these traits of character that have disgraced 
humanity and “made countless millions mcurn.’ 

It must be remembered that the present re- 
marks are not made with respect to the artrfcial 
production of the common doctrine. The ordina- 
ry process of education has been sufficient to give 
the appearance of prosperity to the most ridicu- 
lous vagaries of human wisdom. And by. this 
means the virtuous and obedient also are led to 
distrust the unbounded goodness of God, and to 
doubt the accomplishmcatof his purposes regar- 
cing the purity and happiness of mankind. 

The reader will SBohios be brought to the en- 
quiry whether the position here taken will not 
imply the existence of the popular doctrine as 
long as sin and misery remains. The writer be- 
lieves, most assuredly, that it will; that nothing 
but the destruction of the powers of darknessean 
drive it effectually from the universe of mind.— 
Yet nevertheless, he is rejoicing-in a firm belief 
that the time is not far distant when the fucul- 
| ties of human nature will be brought to such a 
state of improvement that the animal propensi- 
tics will be rightly controlled. 


The conclusion may now be seen; that virtae 
obedience and happiness are necessary tovan un- 
wavering belief in the doctrine of it Fertil grace. | 
Nothing but the statutes of the Lord are righ’> 
rejoicing the heart; ‘nothing but the command: 
ments are pure, enlighting the eyes. 

We must be careful to bear in mind, the dis 
criminatien that has been made between the ar 
tificial and spontaneous productions of vindictive | 


principles. “?Tis education that forms the com-! 
mon mind” and gives the appearance of reality | 
to downright fables, while transgression and sel| 
reproach aro changing the glory of the incorrup- 
tible God like an image made like corruptible 


man,” 
This discrimination can only be made with 
regard to men in this present condition, since 


false education miust lie at the reot of the whole 
matter. Itis probable thatthe members will 
always be opposed to the mind, but they will no 
longer be able to captivate it when it shall be 
perfectly enlightened by the traths of the gospel. 
Happiness is the end of all human actions, and 
nothing but ignorance can induce an individual 
to pursue a course which is caleuluted to defeat 
the object he has in view.
